But There Are Some People In the 


State Who Believe That the Game 
Commissioner Put* Too Strict an 
Interpretation on the Statute in 
Some Cases. 
In answer to a letter from J. Per- 


soneni, of New York city, protesting 
against the confiscation of guns found 
in the possessions of persons employ- 
ed by him in the Poeono mountains, 
Secretary Kalbfus, of the state game 
commission, replied in part as follows, 
relative to the enforcement of the act 
prohibiting unnaturalized aliens from 
owning or possessing fire arms: 


In the course of enforcing this act 


before referred to, upon one occasion 
our officers .seized a number of rifles 
in a shooting gallery run by an alien 
in the 
town of DuBois, Clearfield 


county, Pennsylvania. The evidence 
showed that these guns did not be- 
long to the man who was running thti 
shooting gallery but that they did be- 
long to the man who rented the gal- 
lery to the alien, the owner being an 
American citizen. The case was ruled 
upon by the county court, Common- 
wealth vs. Charles Maloof, and was 
carried on appeal by the defendant to 
the superior court of Pennsylvania, 
that court ruling that the act provid- 
ing/that aliens should nqt hunt or 
shoot and to that" end/ should not be 
possessed of a shot gun or rifle, and 
that if the gun or rifle, in question 
had been used or could be used, for 
the purpose of violating this law, the 
alien in whose charge the same was 
found was guilty whether he owned 
the gun or not and the gun was for- 
feited to the commonwealth.

Conclusive Proof. 


For your information I desire to say 
Section 3 of the act of May 8, 1909, 
the law above referred to, provides 
that the possession of a shot gun or 
rifle at any place outside of buildings 
within the commonwealth by an linna- 
turalized alien shall be conclusive 
proof of a violation of the provisions 
of this act. Section 4 provides that 
the presence of a gun in a building or 
camp or other place occupied by 
aliens shall be prima facie evidence 
that the gun is owned by the person 
in control of that camp, or building. 


If these aliens in questions were 


caught in the act of using any of the 
guns in question, they would be liable 
to the penalty imposed and also be 
liable to have the gun found under 
their control confiscated. If it can be 
proven that the guns found in your 
house under the control of an alien 
were used for violating the law before 
mentioned, then such gun or guns are 
forfeited no difference whether you 
own same or whether the aliens own 
same, and I have already written the 
officers regarding this matter. 


Must Prove Use. 


If this house in which the guns 


were found belonged to you and you 
are a naturalized citizen of the Unit- 
ed States, and left these guns- in • a 
part of this house not occupied or con- 
trolled by these aliens, then it will be 
necessary for the officers to show that 
the gun or guns seized were used in 
violation of law before they can be 
confiscated. If this was not the law, 
these aliens could use the guns as 
they pleased and by simply setting 
same back into the room that you 
claim, they would be exempt in every 
way, 
so far as forfeiture of the guns 


is concerned. 


In your letter, you say that these 


officers through threats compelled the 
payment of a certain amount of mon- 
ey, that you gave your check for that 
amount of money and then stopped 
the payment of that check. I will not 
attempt to say one word regarding the 
ethics of such proceedings upon your 
part, but will say that these officers 
were telling you and your employee 
the exact law; they were not making 
threats and I will at once direct the 
re-arrest of your man and his trans- 
mittal to the jail in the proper county 
in which he may be located. 
Under 


our law, if any injustice had been 
done, you would have had the right of 
appeal. 
Yon seem to have peculiar 


ideas of what yon may do in Pennsyl- 
vania, and it is up to me to satisfy 
you that your ideas are not correct. 
This office proposes in all instances to 
treat men fairly and justly, and we in 
turn expect to be treated fairly and 
justly. 


Clearfield In Need of a Strong Muni- 


cipal Home Rule League—Voters 
Should 
Compel 
Candidates tc' 


Pledge Themselves to Vote for Re- 
peal of Obnoxious Law. 
Less than a dozen citizens attend- 


ed the meeting held in borough coun- 
cil room Monday evening for the pur- 
pose of discussing the operation of 
the public service company law and 
organizing a branch of the Municipal 
Home Rule league in Clearfield. One 
member of borough council was pres- 
ent. 


Solon G. Thayer, of Rochester. Pa., 


who is visiting his brother, Prof. H. 
Clark Thayer, here, on his way home 
from Harrisburg, where, as stated in 
the Progress last week, the Municipal 
Home Rule league was formed, ex- 
plained the workings of the law pass- 
ed by the legislature in 1913. 


Under False Colors. 


Mr. Thayer stated that even the 


honest members of the legislature 
had been fooled into voting for the 
public service corporations. 
A close 


study of the provisions of the law, an 
investigation into the character of the 
commissioners and 'the experience 
municipalities have had with the com- 
mission prove that the law was pass- 
ed for the sole purpose of placing the 
municipalities of the state under the 
control of men whose chief desire is 
to take care of the interests of the 
public service corporations. 


People's Rights Taken Away. 


In his brief statement of the pur- 


poses of the law and how the commis- 
sion is using it to the disadvantage of 
the people, Mr. Thayer declared that 
the inherent rights and the constitu- 
tional privileges of the people of the 
boroughs of the state had been tak- 
en frori them by the legislature. The 
citizens of a borough cannot do any 
work or make any improvement, can- 
not enter into any contracts with a 
public service corporation' without the 
consent of the public service commisr 
sicn. 


The raising of water rates in the 


borough "f Belleville from 350 to 4SO 
per cent, started the agitation in 
favor of the formation of municipal 
hom« rale leagues, the object of which 
is to arouse the voters to their duty as 
property owners and free American 
citizens. 


Candidates Should be Pledged. 


Unless the public service company 


law is cither repealed or amended the 
citizens of the state will gradually 
but surely lose every right they have 
possessed to rule themselves in muni- 
cipal matters. The Municipal Home 
Rule league was organized for the 
purpose of having the voters ask 
candidate for governor, state senator 
and representative to pledge them- 
selves to support the proposition to 
restore to the people their right of 
self-government through the repeal 
or amendment of the public service 
company law. 


Clearfield, with it water company 


troubles, is as deeply interested in 
having the law repealed or amended 
as is any other municipality in the 
state, and at future meetings of the 
local league it is hoped that the at- 
tendance will be more encouraging 
than it was Monday night.

choosing Burgess Callahan chairman 
and J. D. Connelly secretary.

men will serve until a more substan- 
tial organization has been effected. 


It is necessary that the president of 


the league shall be a competent, ac- 
tive citizen who can attract to the 
league those citizens who are willing 
to take an interest in municipal af- 
faisji. The officers of the permanent 
league in Clearfield should be men of 
ability, men in whom the citizens have 
confidence, and men who have influ- 
ence with the public, and no doubt 
such men will be elected when the 
league is properly organized.

Zaca- 
tecas, held by 20,000 federals, is now 
regarded as the strategical key to the 
Mexican capital, as it is almost sur- 
rounded by mountains.

WHAT OIFFORD PINCHOT

Five years ago comparatively few 


Americans knew or cared much about 
the welfare of Alaska. Today practic- 
ally every thinking citizen throughout 
our country realises that the opening 
up and development of this northern- 
most territory of the United States is 
one of the most Important national 
problems to be solved by the people 
of this country during the next few 
yeafs. 
It can not be too thoroughly under- 


stood that the development of Alaska 
Is not a local problem for the scant 
population of less than 65,000 people 
in the northwest territory; It Is a 
truly national problem In every sense 
of the word. The benefits which will 
come from the development and con- 
servation of the vast natural re- 
sources of Alaska will be enjoyed by 
the people of every state of this coun- 
try as well as by the people of 
Alaska. 
The territory with Its great treas- 


ury of natural resources was bought 
and paid for by the American people; 
it Is still their property. Alaska was 
purchased by the United States from 


road in Alaska. 
Without raOroaa* 


from the coast into the coal fields and 
agricultural lands of the Interior lit- 
tle progress can bo made to the devel 
opment of our great natural resources. 
Gifford Pinchot realized this wh«n be 
first advocated construction of a gov- 
ernment railroad to transport our 
products to the coast. 


Protected Natural Resources. 


The people of the United States 


should be as interested in the devel- 
opment of the coal fields of Alaska as 
Alaskans themselves, because the coal 
which will be mined will eo.a long 
way toward supplying the United 
States Navy with fuel and also 
toward providing a supply for the peo- 
ple of the Pacific coast who now have 
to depend largely upon purchases of 
coal which is imported from British 
Columbia. 


Mr. Pinchot has always Joined In 


supporting those men at whose in- 
stance efforts have been made to pro- 
tect the wonderful fisheries of Alaska 
which, since the time of purchase of 
the territory In 1867 have given to 
this country products valued at near- 
ly 1186,000,000. Several years ago Mr. 
Pinchot, when in Alaska, called at- 
tention to the need for the applica 
tion of the principles of conservation 
to the filling industry. 


He had in mind particularly one of 


the herring fisheries where for a num- 
ber of years a company had been 
engaged in manufacturing fertllicer 
from the herring which is a valuable 
food fish and the supply of which is 
dwindling. At the same time that 
herring were being used for fertiliser 
in Alaska thousands of tons of fish 
refuse from the salmon canneries was 
wasted and poured unused into the 
sea. 


Our people have been interested in 


Mr Pinchot's efforts to encourage the 
development and wise use of Alaska's 
resources and It is through the sup- 
port of broad minded men like him, 
both in and out of the Congress of the 
United States, that there is now 
promise that In the next few years 
there will begin a new era in the 
development and conservation of all 
the vast resources of the territory.

But There Are Some People In the 


State Who Believe That the Game 
Commissioner Put* Too Strict an 
Interpretation on the Statute in 
Some Cases. 
In answer to a letter from J. Per- 


soneni, of New York city, protesting 
against the confiscation of guns found 
in the possessions of persons employ- 
ed by him in the Poeono mountains, 
Secretary Kalbfus, of the state game 
commission, replied in part as follows, 
relative to the enforcement of the act 
prohibiting unnaturalized aliens from 
owning or possessing fire arms: 


In the course of enforcing this act 


before referred to, upon one occasion 
our officers .seized a number of rifles 
in a shooting gallery run by an alien 
in the 
town of DuBois, Clearfield 


county, Pennsylvania. The evidence 
showed that these guns did not be- 
long to the man who was running thti 
shooting gallery but that they did be- 
long to the man who rented the gal- 
lery to the alien, the owner being an 
American citizen. The case was ruled 
upon by the county court, Common- 
wealth vs. Charles Maloof, and was 
carried on appeal by the defendant to 
the superior court of Pennsylvania, 
that court ruling that the act provid- 
ing/that aliens should nqt hunt or 
shoot and to that" end/ should not be 
possessed of a shot gun or rifle, and 
that if the gun or rifle, in question 
had been used or could be used, for 
the purpose of violating this law, the 
alien in whose charge the same was 
found was guilty whether he owned 
the gun or not and the gun was for- 
feited to the commonwealth.

Conclusive Proof. 


For your information I desire to say 
Section 3 of the act of May 8, 1909, 
the law above referred to, provides 
that the possession of a shot gun or 
rifle at any place outside of buildings 
within the commonwealth by an linna- 
turalized alien shall be conclusive 
proof of a violation of the provisions 
of this act. Section 4 provides that 
the presence of a gun in a building or 
camp or other place occupied by 
aliens shall be prima facie evidence 
that the gun is owned by the person 
in control of that camp, or building. 


If these aliens in questions were 


caught in the act of using any of the 
guns in question, they would be liable 
to the penalty imposed and also be 
liable to have the gun found under 
their control confiscated. If it can be 
proven that the guns found in your 
house under the control of an alien 
were used for violating the law before 
mentioned, then such gun or guns are 
forfeited no difference whether you 
own same or whether the aliens own 
same, and I have already written the 
officers regarding this matter. 


Must Prove Use. 


If this house in which the guns 


were found belonged to you and you 
are a naturalized citizen of the Unit- 
ed States, and left these guns- in • a 
part of this house not occupied or con- 
trolled by these aliens, then it will be 
necessary for the officers to show that 
the gun or guns seized were used in 
violation of law before they can be 
confiscated. If this was not the law, 
these aliens could use the guns as 
they pleased and by simply setting 
same back into the room that you 
claim, they would be exempt in every 
way, 
so far as forfeiture of the guns 


is concerned. 


In your letter, you say that these 


officers through threats compelled the 
payment of a certain amount of mon- 
ey, that you gave your check for that 
amount of money and then stopped 
the payment of that check. I will not 
attempt to say one word regarding the 
ethics of such proceedings upon your 
part, but will say that these officers 
were telling you and your employee 
the exact law; they were not making 
threats and I will at once direct the 
re-arrest of your man and his trans- 
mittal to the jail in the proper county 
in which he may be located. 
Under 


our law, if any injustice had been 
done, you would have had the right of 
appeal. 
Yon seem to have peculiar 


ideas of what yon may do in Pennsyl- 
vania, and it is up to me to satisfy 
you that your ideas are not correct. 
This office proposes in all instances to 
treat men fairly and justly, and we in 
turn expect to be treated fairly and 
justly.

the public service company law and 
organizing a branch of the Municipal 
Home Rule league in Clearfield. One 
member of borough council was pres- 
ent. 


Solon G. Thayer, of Rochester. Pa., 


who is visiting his brother, Prof. H. 
Clark Thayer, here, on his way home 
from Harrisburg, where, as stated in 
the Progress last week, the Municipal 
Home Rule league was formed, ex- 
plained the workings of the law pass- 
ed by the legislature in 1913. 


Under False Colors. 


Mr. Thayer stated that even the 


honest members of the legislature 
had been fooled into voting for the 
public service corporations. 
A close 


study of the provisions of the law, an 
investigation into the character of the 
commissioners and 'the experience 
municipalities have had with the com- 
mission prove that the law was pass- 
ed for the sole purpose of placing the 
municipalities of the state under the 
control of men whose chief desire is 
to take care of the interests of the 
public service corporations. 


People's Rights Taken Away. 


In his brief statement of the pur- 


poses of the law and how the commis- 
sion is using it to the disadvantage of 
the people, Mr. Thayer declared that 
the inherent rights and the constitu- 
tional privileges of the people of the 
boroughs of the state had been tak- 
en frori them by the legislature. The 
citizens of a borough cannot do any 
work or make any improvement, can- 
not enter into any contracts with a 
public service corporation' without the 
consent of the public service commisr 
sicn. 


The raising of water rates in the 


borough "f Belleville from 350 to 4SO 
per cent, started the agitation in 
favor of the formation of municipal 
hom« rale leagues, the object of which 
is to arouse the voters to their duty as 
property owners and free American 
citizens. 


Candidates Should be Pledged. 


Unless the public service company 


law is cither repealed or amended the 
citizens of the state will gradually 
but surely lose every right they have 
possessed to rule themselves in muni- 
cipal matters. The Municipal Home 
Rule league was organized for the 
purpose of having the voters ask 
candidate for governor, state senator 
and representative to pledge them- 
selves to support the proposition to 
restore to the people their right of 
self-government through the repeal 
or amendment of the public service 
company law. 


Clearfield, with it water company 


troubles, is as deeply interested in 
having the law repealed or amended 
as is any other municipality in the 
state, and at future meetings of the 
local league it is hoped that the at- 
tendance will be more encouraging 
than it was Monday night.

choosing Burgess Callahan chairman 
and J. D. Connelly secretary. 
These 


men will serve until a more substan- 
tial organization has been effected. 


It is necessary that the president of 


the league shall be a competent, ac- 
tive citizen who can attract to the 
league those citizens who are willing 
to take an interest in municipal af- 
faisji. The officers of the permanent 
league in Clearfield should be men of 
ability, men in whom the citizens have 
confidence, and men who have influ- 
ence with the public, and no doubt 
such men will be elected when the 
league is properly organized.

Villa undertook a forced march when 


he learned the Constitutionalists had 
suffered heavy losses in the rout at La 


It is learned that Natera's rout cost 


him 5,000 men iu killed, wounded and 
'captured. 


It is said that 40,000 men will be en- 


gaged in what is expected to be the 
biggest battle of the revolution. Zaca- 
tecas, held by 20,000 federals, is now 
regarded as the strategical key to the 
Mexican capital, as it is almost sur- 
rounded by mountains. If villa cao- 
tures the city It will be bis greatest 
military achievement and will make 
the march to Mexico City the next 
step. 


Huerta is also rushing re-enforce- 


ments to Zacatecas. Orozco, with an 
army of seasoned troops. Is on his way 
there. He may reach the battle line 
before rebel General Angeles arrives 
with his fifty siege guns. 


La Bufa hill, to the north, is the

Five years ago comparatively few 


Americans knew or cared much about 
the welfare of Alaska. Today practic- 
ally every thinking citizen throughout 
our country realises that the opening 
up and development of this northern- 
most territory of the United States is 
one of the most Important national 
problems to be solved by the people 
of this country during the next few 
yeafs. 
It can not be too thoroughly under- 


stood that the development of Alaska 
Is not a local problem for the scant 
population of less than 65,000 people 
in the northwest territory; It Is a 
truly national problem In every sense 
of the word. The benefits which will 
come from the development and con- 
servation of the vast natural re- 
sources of Alaska will be enjoyed by 
the people of every state of this coun- 
try as well as by the people of 
Alaska. 
The territory with Its great treas- 


ury of natural resources was bought 
and paid for by the American people; 
it Is still their property. Alaska was 
purchased by the United States from 


road in Alaska. 
Without raOroaa* 


from the coast into the coal fields and 
agricultural lands of the Interior lit- 
tle progress can bo made to the devel 
opment of our great natural resources. 
Gifford Pinchot realized this wh«n be 
first advocated construction of a gov- 
ernment railroad to transport our 
products to the coast. 


Protected Natural Resources. 


The people of the United States 


should be as interested in the devel- 
opment of the coal fields of Alaska as 
Alaskans themselves, because the coal 
which will be mined will eo.a long 
way toward supplying the United 
States Navy with fuel and also 
toward providing a supply for the peo- 
ple of the Pacific coast who now have 
to depend largely upon purchases of 
coal which is imported from British 
Columbia. 


Mr. Pinchot has always Joined In 


supporting those men at whose in- 
stance efforts have been made to pro- 
tect the wonderful fisheries of Alaska 
which, since the time of purchase of 
the territory In 1867 have given to 
this country products valued at near- 
ly 1186,000,000. Several years ago Mr. 
Pinchot, when in Alaska, called at- 
tention to the need for the applica 
tion of the principles of conservation 
to the filling industry. 


He had in mind particularly one of 


the herring fisheries where for a num- 
ber of years a company had been 
engaged in manufacturing fertllicer 
from the herring which is a valuable 
food fish and the supply of which is 
dwindling. At the same time that 
herring were being used for fertiliser 
in Alaska thousands of tons of fish 
refuse from the salmon canneries was 
wasted and poured unused into the 
sea. 


Our people have been interested in 


Mr Pinchot's efforts to encourage the 
development and wise use of Alaska's 
resources and It is through the sup- 
port of broad minded men like him, 
both in and out of the Congress of the 
United States, that there is now 
promise that In the next few years 
there will begin a new era in the 
development and conservation of all 
the vast resources of the territory.
